50. (Currently amended) A method for screening for a compound that enhances 
recognition of the said polyp e ptid e or peptide fragment of claim 37 by an HLA-A2-restricted 
cytotoxic T lymphocyte, wherein said method comprises: 
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contacting HLA-A2+ cells that have been pulsed with saida peptide fragm e nt s e l e ct e d 
from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 185, SEQ ID NO: 186, SEQ ID NO: 187, and SEQ ID 
NO: 188 , with said cytotoxic T lymphocyte, and in the presence and absence of a test compound, 
wherein said cytotoxic T lymphocyte recognizes a complex of the peptide with the HLA-A2 
molecule; 

and d e t e rmining wh e th e r said compound e nhanc e s said r e cognition by measuring IFN-y 
production from said cytotoxic T lymphocyte in the presence and absence of said test compound, 

wherein said recognition is enhanced by said test compound if IFN-y production is higher 
in the presence of said test compound as compared to in the absence of said test compound.
